For two reasons, those who look at the plain 
facts of the situati must hope the negotiation 
between the city council and the Calgary Power 


company will result in a stand-by agreement 
that will protect the city against the conse- 
quences of a possible break-down of the civic 
power plant 

One reason is that if the new generator is 
bought out of sinking funds, the full annual 
payments into these funds must be made in 
future In recent years the city has not been 
making these payments in full. By one means 
and another the actual amount of cash turned 
into the fund has been reduced. To pay in full, 
ind to provide for installation expenses out of 
eurrent revenue, would, it is estimated, add from 
three to five mills to the tax rate Or in the 
ilternative would add a corresponding amount 
fo the annual deficit. The taxpayers are in no 
position to stand a rate increase, and the city is 
in no position to increase the pace at which 
deficits are accumulating In the interests of 
safety, neither the one thing nor the other is 
allowable 

But the more serious consideration, by far, 
is the risk that must be run if there is not an 
alternative or supplemental supply of power 


availab’s should a serious break-down of the 
obsolete civic plant occur Should that happen, 
the city would be in darkness, there would be 


no water supply, the street cars would be stalled, 
the industries which employ thousands of resi- 
dents and distribute buying power through the 
weekly pay envelopes would be _ paralyzed, 
‘business would be tied up in every direction 
And at the end of it the question would arise 
as to the city’s financial liability to the 
firms thus put out of business and to the 
thousands of citizens who had suffered loss of 
time or money or convenience Lawsuits, it 
may be surmised, would be the aftermath of 
any such failure to deliver continuously the 
power the city has contracted to deliver 


The new machinery cannot be ready for 


operation before 1939. Should war break out, 
and the factories be commandeered for mun 
tions purposes, there is no telling when it might 


be ready for use The risk is not therefore a 
matter of months, or of the present winter cnly, 
but of next winter as well—and the liability of

The Passing Show SIDE eT ae By George Clark 


By J. 8. 'S. COWPER 


At a time like the present when 170 millions 
of people in Europe are denied a free press, and 
efforts are afoot on this continent to control the 
press by license, dead pages of history seem 
ready to spring to life again 

So effectively did the Star Chamber, which 
licensed the press under the Tudors and Stuarts, 
impress public knowledge with the stamp of 
treason—not scrupling to cut off the ears and 
hands of fearless editors as punishment—that 
up till the reign of George Ul, the press was 
forbidden even to report the proceedings of 
parliament. 

Edward III, circling the ballroom with the 
Countess of Salisbury on his arm and the lady's 
garter in his hand—which she had been so un- 
fortunate as to lose in the dance—could silence 
the titters of courtiers with his “Honi soit qui 
mal y pense” (idiomatically, “You guys should 
be ashamed of yourselves, with such evil 
minds”), and found the Order of the Garter as 
the highest order of chivalry. Had Caxton's 
invention been available then and some poor 
printer dared to chronicle this interesting epi- 
sode at court, he'd have been lucky to get off 
with a day in the stocks and the destruction of 
his pre 


I've been reading J. D. Griffith®*Davies new 
book on George the Third, in which he ab- 
solves George for blame for losing the American 
colonies, This latest historian places the blame 
on Benjamin Franklin's advice that the colon- 
ists would not object to a tax on sea-borne 
merchandise in return for the protection of the 
British Navy, and to a Cabinet decision by one 
vote to retain the tax on Bohea tea, when George 
and his Prime Minister, Lord North, would have 
preferred that the tea tax be repealed. 

An interesting chapter, with modern appiica- 
tion, deals with the fight for the right to print 
the proceedings of Parliament. In his early life, 
the scholarly Samuel Johnson made himself the 
first Parliamentary reporter. It had to be done 
by subterfuge. Behind a curtain in the beok- 
seller’s shop he stood at a desk. In front of the 
curtain, members of Parliament discussed their 
own and the Ministerial speeches, well knowing 
that a digest of these, hedged about with “It is 
said” and “People are aying,” etc., would in due 
course appear in The Gentleman's Magazine 

That was in the early 1740's By 1771 so 
much second-hand reporting—-and so much 
criticism of the Government—was taking place 
in the periodicals, that Parliament ordered the 
publishers of The Gazeteer and The Middiesex 
Journal to be brought before the bar of the 
House for punishment. Both papers were 
Opposition supporters Their publishers had 
clearly violated the Standing Order of the 
House, making it illegal to report the speeches 
of members. 

We've gone a long w ay in British countries 
since then, in permitting the people to know 


| how they are being governed 


The attempt to punish the two publishers 
didn’t succeed very well. There was a heated 
debate before the summons was issued After it 
was issued the publishers ignored ‘it. At this 
affront Parliament by an overwhelming maj- 
ority—160 to 17—commanded the Sergeant-At- 
Arms to arrest them. But the publishers refus- 
ed to admit the Sergeant-At-Arms when he 
called, so the warrant was neve served. 

Thereupon the King issued a proclamation, 
promising a reward to anyone who bri ught in 
either or both of the recalcitrant publishers, 
Thompson and Wheble. A printer named Car- 
penter seized Wheble and brought him before 
Alderman Wilkes to claim the rew ard. Wilkes 
was himself an editor—the famous John Wilkes 
of the North Briton. Six years before, he had 
been cited to appear before the Bar of the House 
for lampooning the government Wilkes prompt- 
ly set Wheble free and ordered Carpenter to 
appear for trial on a charge of assaulting Wheble 
by arresting him. A similar fate befell the man 
who arrested Thompson when he came before 
Alderman Oliver. (Later on it was discovered 
that the “arrest” proceedings had been carefully 
framed to place the government in a ludicrous 
position, the printer Carpenter being an em- 


*ploye of Wheble) 


Angered at the ridicule his efforts had met 
with Col. Onslow who had commenced the pro- 
ceedings against Thompson and W heble, induc- 
ed the House to summon six other publishers 
who had reported parliamentary affairs. Four 
obeyed thé order; the fifth was in prison and 
couldn't come; Millar, the sixth, refused to ap- 
pear, Those who appeared were let off with a 
reprimand, and the House set itself to deal dras- 
tically with Millar, 

A warrant for his arrest was ordered but 
Millar refused to be arrested. When the bearer 
of the warrant tried to take Millar by force, a 
constable who had been posted near Millar's 
house for the purpose,. came forward and ar- 
rested the process-server for assault 

Wilkes would not hear the case, but sent it 
for hearing to the Lord Mayor, Brass Crosby; 
at the Mansion House. The Lord Mayor was 
hearing the case when the deputy Sergeant-At- 
Arms entered the courtroom, demanding the re- 
Jease of his man and the arrest of Millar. The 
Lord Mayor refused. Instead, he freed Millai 
and sent the provess-server up for trial 

An angered House of Commons summened 
the three magistrates, Brass Crosby, Wilkes and 
Oliver to appear for defying its order Wilkes 
refused to attend. Brass Crosby was kept away 
part of the time by gout, but Ald. Oliver ap- 
peared and strenuously defended his action. As 
the Sergean{-At-Arms and his officers were 
taking Brass Crosby to prison in the Tower of 
London, the London mob unhat nessed the horses 
and dragged the coach to Temple Bar. It was 
only prevented from hanging the Sergeant-At 
Arms and his officers by the assurance of Brass 
Crosby that the gentlemen were his friends 
Crosby stayed in the ‘Tower till Parliament pro- 
rogued when he wa et free ; 

Parliament was too scared of Wilke vil 
riolic pen and his popularity to risk hi pres 
ence at the Bar of the House It got out of the 
mess in a way to save its face It, summoned 
Wilkes to appear at the Bar of the House on 
April &—and then adjourned the House till April

That if you could find a home in which 


| the father and mother and children gathered about the lamp to spend 


a happy evening together you could sell it to any museum for a curi- 


osity. And they want to know why this is thus. 


Many explanations may be offered for the decline and fall-off 
of home life. One is that a home feeling has necessarily to be built 
about one’s abiding place, and when we gave up living permancntly 
in houses and began migrating from flat to flat we broke the tie 
that bound us to any one spot. You can't form any deep attachment 
for a place that you leave before you ever really get its street num- 


| ber fixed in your memory. Nor can you sing “There Is No Place 


Like Home” about a cubicle that is an exact duplicate of hundreds 


| of others all about you 


We are born in hospitals. We live in rented apartments. We are 
buried from a funeral parlor. And after we have been away from our 
old home for a couple of years we couldn't go back to it if we wanted 
to, because it has been torn down and a garage or filling station erected 
where once our infant feet trod 

It isn't the fault of the young that they are not sentimental about 
home. On the contrary, they are actually maudlin over the subject, as 


is proved by the fact that almost the first thing the new rich buy is| 
somebody else's ancestral home, and that almost any old place that} 


looks as if it dated back to the Rutherford B. Hayes administration will 
fetch twice what it is worth. 

Another reason for the decline in family life is that there is so 
much more gayety now than there was formerly. In the good old days 


a family stayed at home in the evenings and listened to somebody read| 
aloud or play on the melodeon because there was nowhere to go and| 
No automobile | 
champed at the curb eager for a spin over a good road. No roadhouses, | 
no movies, no taxi dances, no hotdog stands, none of the thousand-and- |

does get dull and monotonous and on the nerves of even the most do- 
mestic. 

But after all, wn't this wailing over the breaking up of the 
family a little premature grief? For the catastrophe hasn't Rappen- 
ed yet. The family circle may have lost its original shape and be- 
come a little bent and lopsided, but it hasn’t been broken. Blood 
is still thicker than water. Brothers and sisters have stood shoul- 
der to shoulder during the depression and divided their last nenny 
with each other. Boys and girls who call their parents “the old inan” 
and “the old woman,” and flout their authority and mock their 
opinions, sacrifice their desires for love and marriage and homes 
of their own in order to support their fathers and mothers 


And parents never turn a deaf ear to their children’s cry for help 
No matter how small their house it is always big enough to take in the 
No matter how thin their purse, there is always someihing 
in it to divide with the needy. No matter how bent the back it cay al 
ways take on the burden of the son or daughter in trouble. And sv the 
eternal family tie still holds, no matter how widely a family scatters 

Furthermore, we must remember betore we get out the tear jug, 
that while family life can be the most beautiful thing in the world, it 
can also be the most hideous and cruel. There were homes that were 
prisons and in which every joy and hope and ambition was crushed out 
of the inmates, There were parents who were grinding tyrants and who 
ruined the lives of their children by forcing them to do things they 
were not fitted to do, and who doomed them to loneliness and heart 
break by preventing them from marrying those they loved, To bemoan 
the passing of such homes and to bewail the breaking up of such fam- 
ilies is as incongruous as it would be to grieve over the fall of the Bas- 
tille or the abolishment of slavery. 


Not al! homes are places of peace and rest. Not all parenis are 
wise and tender and just. Not all brothers and sisters are congenial 
The members of many a family never really love and appreciate each 
ther until they live a thousand miles apart. So perhaps the breaking

BOILER INSULATION 

By Roger B. Whitman 
Some years ago I bought a new 
boiler for my steam heating system 
The sides and top were covered 
with enamelled sheet metal, and the 
whole thing was very attractive in 
appearance. But the outside sur- 
faces were hot to the touch, and 
the cellar was distinctly warm 
This radiation of heat by the boiler 
was pure waste. T did not need 
heat in my cellar, and the heating 
of that space meant that less of 
the heat of the fire was available 
for the warming of the upstairs 

rooms. 


sheet metal surfaces, and found 
thicknesses of asbestos board under- 
neath, There were openings be- 
tween the sheets and behind them 
This gave plenty of space for cir- 
culation of air underneath the sheet 
metal, and was largely responsible 
for the wastage. 

All of the insulation was taken 
off to the bare metal. The uneven- 
ness of the meta) surface was filled 
with a cement intended for high 
temperatures; cement made of rock 
wool was used, although asbestos 
cement would have been just as 
effective. The boiler was then cov- 
ered with an inch-and-a-half of 
good insulating material, a layer of 
cement was put on top and covered 
with heavy muslin. When the in- 
sulation had dried out, the job was 
finished with aluminum paint, Now, 
even when the fire is going full 
blast, the outside is only faintly 
warm to the touch. Fuel is being 
burned far more efficiently; a larger 
proportion of the heat is passing to 
upstairs rooms. Aside from the un- 
heated attic, the cellar is now the 
coolest part of the house, which is 
as it should be. 

Several kinds of insulation are 
available for such a job; magnesia 
blocks or rock wool blocks are 
especially effective 

As a general thing, it is best to 
have boiler insulation applied by a 
Specialist. But I have seen a num- 
ber of home talent jobs that were 
excellent. One in particular, began 
with the filling of all inequalities

cement. 
then stretched around the boiler, 
with the ribs inwerd, to form a dead 
air space. Pads of rock wool were 
bound against the lath with wires, 
and the urface covered with a 
layer of high temperature cement 
finished with muslin and aluminum 
paint 

The covering of a boiler with 
magnesia or rock wool blocks is by 
no means impossible for anyone 
handy with tools, but I believe that 
a professional job is worth while 
because it is more likely to be fully 
efficient. i
